Budget 


Increases 


Kissex County Commissioners 
announced today that the Essex 
County budget for the 1975-76 
fiscal year being requested from 
the Legislature totals $14,906,114. 
This is an increase of $747,773 
over the $14,158,341 requested 
last year. .- 

Chairman Daniel J. Burke and 
Commissioners Edward H. 
Cahill and Katherine M. Donovan 
estimate that the overall in- 
crease in the assessment on the 
34 cities and towns will reflect an 
increase of between 5'2 to 6 per 
cent, This is despite an overall in- 
crease in costs of services and 
supplies caused by inflation of 
about 12 per cent. 

The $14.9 million dollar 
budgetary request to operate 
county government will be 
further reduced by the applica- 
tion of about $2,582,000 in 
receipts, the use of $700,000 in 
federal revenue sharing funds 
and the traditional cuts made by 
the Legislature. 

The major increases occur in 
the budget of the Essex County 
Agricultural and Technical 
institute where the budget is up 
nearly half a million dollars over 
what was requested last year.

It’s A Good Winter 
For Tufted Titmice 


This winter may prove the best 
winter yet for tufted titmice in 
New England. 

Tufted titmice are birds, which 
may surprise those few who take 
the ‘‘mice’’ or ‘‘mouse’’ part of 
the name literally. They are 
small birds slightly larger than 
house or English sparrows. If you 
are not too detailed in your obser- 
vance, you probably think of 
them as slate-gray and as wear- 
ing a small dunce cap. . 

in the recent Christmas Count, 
Tudor Richards of the Audubon 
Society of New Hampshire 
reported that 25 titmice were 
found in Concord. When one con- 
siders that last February there 
were only 100, tufted titmice in 
the entire state of New 
Hampshire - - and that as recent- 
ly as 1971 there were only 42 tit- 
mice counted in the state - - the 
Concord population of this 
formerly southern bird is rather 
impressive. 

in fact, tufted titmice seem so 
common in New England this 
winter that my own feeding sta- 
tion, which normally specializes 
in house sparrows, has attracted 
two titmice. At a recent meeting 
of New -England ornithologists 
the prevalence of tufted titmice 
drew some discussion. 

Whether any of this speculation 
is valid will be determined the 
weekend of Feb. 8 and 9 when the 
annual count of cardinals, tufted 
titmice and mockingbirds 
visiting New England feeders oc- 
curs. Two of the species - - the 
cardinals and titmice - - are 
dependent upon feeding stations

to survive the New England 
winter. The mockingbird eats 
quite a bit of wild fruit but also 
visits those feeders where the 
owners are extravagant enough 
to supply peanut butter. 

Until 1957, all three of these 
southern birds were almost un- 
known in New England. The 
rarest was the tufted titmouse. 
Suddenly all. three began a 
significant invasion, with the car- 
dinal thriving best. In last year’s 
February census, the six-state 
region reported 9710 cardinals 
and 7249 tufted titmice - - and 
Connecticut, which has the most 
of these birds of any state, 
supplied no figures. 

The cardinal - tufted titmouse - 
mockingbird census is one of the 
simpler operations in or- 
nithology. To participate, one 
needs only to look out the window 
occasionally and count the 
number of each of the three 
species that visit the feeder on 
the two days. But, first, one 
should get an official report card 
on which to score the birds. 

For a report card, send a self- 
addressed, stamped, long 
envelope to Census, 
Massachusetts Audubon, Lin- 
coln, Mass. 01773.~ Connecticut 
and Vermont residents also can 
secure the cards through 
Massachusetts Audubon. 
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The Comprehensive Employ- 
ment and Training Act (CETA), 
signed in December 1973, was the 
first legislation passed by 
Congress to incorporate the es- 
sential principles of special 
revenue sharing.

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Drugs Keep Miracle 
In Working Order 


Pump 


he average person seldom | 
stops to think about the living 
pump that controls his or her 
lite. But tor a few, every beat of 
the heart is a miracle - - 
sumething that may cease at 
uny lime. 

These are the people with 
cardiovascular disease. They 
suffer from some type of 
damage to either their heart 


/ pump or to the blood vessel 


pipelines which carry the blood 
through the body. There are 
about 30 million of them in the 
United States today, and they 
pay more than $600 million for 
drugs each year to keep their 
cardiovascular systems in 
some semblance of working 
order. 

“The total number of drugs 
available to treat car- 
diovascular disease is small 
compared to all the drugs used 
for all types of diseases,’ says 
Dr. John J. DeFeo, chairman of 
the department of phar- 
macology at the University of 
Rhode island College of Phar- 
macy. 

Chairman-elect of the New 


England Heart Association, Dr. - 


DeF'eo is a national authority 


: on drugs used in the treatment 
’ of heart disease. 


The heart beats about 2.5 
billion times in the average life 
span without a -full second’s 
rest. During all its work, the 
heart and blood vessels can be 
attacked by a variety of 
problems, including rheumatic

heart disease, hardening of the 


arteries, stroke, 
arteriosclerosis, and high blood 
pressure. 


Of these, high blood pressure 
is the most easily controlled 
with drugs. Hardening of the 
arteries is the least. 

“We know that such factors 
as age, diet, exercise patterns 
and genetic makeup affect the 
occurrence of these diseases,” 
Dr. Dek eo said. ‘Some of these 
factors can be controlled. Right 
now. limiting the risk is the 
only means we have of preven- 
ting the disease.” 

Rheumatic heart disease, 
caused by a bacterial infection, 
was all but wiped out by an- 
Libiotics. However, Dr. DeFeo 
said the disease is on the rise 
again as antibiotic - resistant 
strains of the bacteria become 
prevalent. 

-‘Most of the drugs used in the 
treatment of cardiovascular 
disease were developed more 
than 10 years ago,’’ the 
professor of pharmacy said. 
“There are some new drugs 
that are now being used and 
some being tested that should 
be in common use soon. 

“The newer drugs are more 
specific, treating car- 
diovascular disease in a par- 
ticular area of the body,” he 
continued. ‘They are not in- 
tended to replace the drugs 
already in use but to supple- 
ment them when the symptoms 
call for additional action.”

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Housing Recovery To Signal 
Economic Recovery In Spring 


A modest housing recovery, ex- 
pected to begin in the spring, is 
likely to be one of the first clues 
to the development of national 
momentum in real economic ac- 
tivity in 1975. 

This is the prediction of Dr. 
James M. Howell, vice president 
and chief economist of The First 
National Bank of Boston. In the 
bank's latest ‘‘Economic 
Outlook,” he traces a succession 
vf changing conditions that 
should cause the country to slow-

ly edge out of what he labels ‘‘the 
longest postwar recession on 
record” and one marked by ‘“‘a 
projected decline of five per cent 
in real GNP.” 

Howell said that ‘‘other signs 
of recovery will include 
significantly expanded Federal 
Government action, basically 
from the Democratic Congress, 
to pump up the sagging economy 
with new governmental in- 
itiatives. Although prices will 
rise throughout 1975, by the end 
of next year, the rate of price in- 
crease could ease to the seven 
per cent range. The winding 
down of inflation will enable 
growth in real income to resume 
as the year wears on. In turn, this 
will lead to a recovery in con- 
sumer confidence and spending 
in the second half of 1975.”’ 

The economist said that at ap- 
proximately the same time as 
the turn-around in home building, 
there should be a moderation in 
inflation to below double digit 
rates, restoring lost purchasing 
power and fostering higher levels 
of consumer spending. 

-“Our projection,’’ Howell 
declared, ‘‘is for new home 
building activity (excluding 
mobile homes) to increase from 
an annual rate of 1.1 million units 
during the final quarter of 1974 to 
1.8 million units by the close of 
1975 - - a 64 per cent growth. Even 
so, the projected level of activity 
forecast for the end of next year 
would be 24 per cent below the 
peak of 2.4 million units attained 
in early 1973. The recovery is not 
a sharp one and it is tardy in 


-developing due to tight credit _ 


policies in 1974 and the recent 


Sharp decline - - or $24 billion - - | 
.in the level of personal savings.”’ | 


But Howell noted that ‘‘despite 


these negative factors, we 
believe that the Federal Govern- : 


ment (the Federal Reserve and 
the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board) will move decisively to 
improve the availability of 
mortgage credit. By spring, fall- 
ing interest rates will prompt 
deposits to flow back into thrift 
‘institutions. Indeed, an inflow of 
deposit money already has begun 
to materialize in some sections 
of the country.” 

Howell said that consumer 
spending will revive as purehas- 
ing power - - real disposable in- 
come - - resumes positive growth 


. but that for it to happen the rate 


of inflation must subside 


somewhat. He estimated that 


‘the initial improvement in real 
disposable income will occur dur- 
ing the second quarter of 1975 as 
consumer prices ease to an an- 
nual growth rate of eight to nine 
per. cent. Inflation will moderate 
to seven per cent or so in the se- 
cond half.” 

He said the reduction in infla- 
tion should allow a catch-up of 


lost purchasing power and im- | 
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proved consumer.confidence. He 
said one consequence of this 
should be a rebounding of auto 
sales, including sales of imports, 
to an annual rate of 9.9 million 
units by the fourth quarter of 


1975, about equal to the pace es- _; 


tablished during the first nine 
months of 1974 but still con- 
siderably below the sales years 
of 1972-73. 

' ‘Underlying these 
provements,” 
‘the shift of government policy 
toward concern to support and 
stimulate the economy. The 
Federal Reserve has pushed
